If I had ſuffered when my Brethren did ſuffer, 
I had had little or no blood in my body to have ſpilt for Jeſus Chrift 
in this good Cawſe ; but God carried me into Germany, and there 
made us to ſow @ good Seed, which will neyer yh and now God 
hath brought me back again, with more firengrh to ſuffer for his Name 
and Cauſe ; Indeed the Lord hath made me in ſome meaſure'now fic 
to go through Sufferings for him, and it is indeed He alone who hath 
done ir. 

Upon hearing the news of his Tryal, which he krew was Death to 
him, taking and looking into his Bible, God was pleaſed to ſer home 
rhar Scriprure with his own Spirit upon his ſoul, 2 T;»s, 4. 6. For 1 
am now ready to be offered, and the time of my dgparture is at hand + 
and ſayes he, I can truly fay in the firengch of the Lord, I' am now 


ready to offer up my body to the Lord, all things being yery clear te ,/ X ; 


me in my own Conſcience, 

He earnefily defired ſome Friends to feek to the Lord for hjm, that 
he might have a better heart chan that which he had to burn ;_ bur, 
bleſſed be the Lord, faith he, I have in a good ſeafe 4 heart and a beart, 
though Riill my Rrength is in my weakneſs, 

He was wont frequently during the whole time of his Impriſoaments 
to utter very ſweet expreſſions to this purpoſe; That the wayes of God 
are very pleaſant wayes, and that his ſufterings were as nothing, Pri. 
ſons, Chains, Manacles, with Bufferiags, 8c. were nog to be accountht 
ſufferings 3 and that had he known before, what i been to be in 
Bonds Pr Chriſt, and to have the Preſence of God h a condition;
